Election/Restrictions 

Claims 409-413, 416-427, 429-434, 436-463, and 465 are generic to a plurality of 
disclosed patentably distinct species outlined below: 

Species Group A 

(1 ) Heater section and method of heating comprising a single ferromagnetic material 

(2) Heater section and method of heating comprising a non-ferromagnetic material 
coupled to the ferromagnetic material 

(3) Heater section and method of heating comprising a second ferromagnetic material 
coupled to the ferromagnetic material 

(4) Heater section and method of heating comprising a composite material 



Species Group B 

(1) Heater section and method of heating wherein the ferromagnetic material comprises 
a mixture of iron and nickel 
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(2) Heater section and method of heating wherein the ferromagnetic material comprises

(1) Heater section and method of heating wherein the heater inhibits vapor 
condensation in a wellbore
